An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Brent E. Vecchia on February 22, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: The claims have been amended 
as follows: 

Claims 1-7,11-13,15-19, and 25-29 are canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination of features independent claims 45,48,51,57,63,64,65,66,67, and 68 were 
not found in the prior art as follows: the prior art comprises macroinstructions that 
access packed operands where the operands are divided into portions and 
corresponding portions of the data stored corresponding portions of operands stored in 
logical registers. The prior art also comprises performing floating point operations on 
data stored corresponding fields of stored operands where two operations were 
performed in parallel on data stored in corresponding portions of registers. However the 
independent claim 45 comprises the combination of additional limitations: 
macroinstruction that specifies first and second registers that respectively store 128-bit 
packed data operands, each of the first and second 128-bit packed data operands have 
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four 32-bit single precision floating elements; performing an operation specified by the 
single microinstruction on a first and second plurality of corresponding one of 32-bit 
single precision floating point data elements of the first and second 128-bit packed data 
operand, at different times using the same circuit, to generate a first and second 
plurality of resulting data elements. The other independent claims (claims 
48,51,57,63,64,65,66,67, and 68) each comprise variations to this combination of 
features. Each of the combination of features in the respective independent claims was 
not found in the prior art.
